che no wile were to be repoꝛted againe. Thereby he ar edo. 
wght Nycomachus in great ſuſpection, what the

tes ot᷑ the Wozld,that when other coiitries be burnid 


molt with the lunne, Jndiaiscoueryd over wyth 
no w. And When other places befroſen, the heate is 
ther moſt intollerable and pet there appeare not eny 


naturall cauſe why it ſhould beſo. The couler ofthe 


Indian ſea not differing much krom the water of o- 


ther leas did take his name ol kyng Erithꝛus, wher⸗ 


of theignoꝛaũte toke opiniõ Þ water of thole ſeas þ 


Cheeyghtboke 
Che Sea doth caſt vpon the ſhoze bothe perles and 
pzecious ſtones, whereof pꝛocedid the cauſe oftheir 
great riches, atter there marchãdilt was once knows 
to other nacions:the purginges ofthe ſeas being the 
eſteamed, as mans fanſy would make the pzice. The 
diſpolicios of the mcn(as in al other plates) be accoz 
ding to the ſptuacion of the countreys they dwell in. 


Ther make theregarmentes of {ynnen cloth,whych. 
couer their bodyes downe to there keete. They bynde 


fooles vnder their keete, and wzappe roules of lin⸗ 
nen aboute ther heades. Such as be in eny degre e⸗ 
ther ot nol ilptie, o rvches, haue pꝛecious ſtones han 
ging at there eares, and couer all there armes wyth 
bzaſlettes and oꝛnamentes of gould. They vfe great 
turiolitv in kemmyng of there headeg, whyche they 
round very teldome. They ſhaue without eny-fozme 
ok graupte, all partes of there face ſauyng their chin 


Chevolap ne. But the exceſſe in voluptuouſnes (Whpche ther 
enoulnes. cal magnyfcẽce) vted by the,doth excedethe veces ok 
ar the kin- al nations. oben there wil is to be ſene anode, their 
. 3® (cr nantes;eary about the pertuming pannes of ſyl- 

uer, fpl al the wajes where they go with lweate ſa 


uoures,they the ſelues be bocne in litters of golde hã 


ging full ot pearles, the garmentes they were be ol 


goldeand purple enpaled together. The armed men 
folow their litter. and luch as be ol their garde. emõg 
wh there be birdes boznevp6-boughes.,Whychthey, 
haue taught alwayes to finge,whenthey be occupied 
in eaxyeſt matters, Ju the kynges palayce there be 
pillers of golde carued aboute wyth Upynes ofgolde, 
wherin the images of thole byꝛdes they delight moſte 
in, be artificialiy wꝛought. Che courte is open to all

whiche is an impediment to their lwiftenes, wherein 
the pꝛopertie of the arrowe chiellie conſiſteth. In (mall 
tournets thei vſe to ride on hozſebacke, but when thei 


rupte maners, great rowtes of concubines doe folowe 
chem in golden utters · The Quenes haue their ban⸗ 
des ſeperafe by them ſelues, whiche in all exceſſe of vo 
luptuouſneſſe be nothing tnferiour vnto the kinges. It 


allo ſerue men of wine, whereof there is greate plentie 
emonges the Indians. When the King hath largelie 
dꝛonke, and is fallen in a ſieape, his Concubines vle to 

carie him into his chamber calling vpon their Goddes, 

with a ſonge after their countrte maner. Who woulde 
thinke that emonges al theſe vices; there were any re⸗ 

garde hadde of vertue; There is emonges thema rude rye wiſe 
and an vnciuil kindeof people, whom thei cal wiſe men, 75 3% 
whiche counte it the moſte gloztous thing to pꝛeuente 

their avone deathe, and thei vle to burne them ſelues 
whiles thei bee a liue . It is imputed foz a great ſhame 

to ſuche as either can not wel ſtere foꝛ age, oꝛ haue not

atural death appzoche. Noztherewsno honourgeuen

maner, make them the choꝛter. There bee many other 
thinges repozted ol the withthe whiche J thought riot 
neceſſarie to interrupt 8̊ oꝛdꝛe of this hiſtoꝛie. Is Alex⸗ 
ander entred into Indta, the Painces of the countrie 
came vnto him; ſubmitting them ſelues;and declaring 


that he was the thirde man that euer came emonges 


the, being begotten of Jupiter. Thei ſated that Yercu- 
les # Bacchus was not knowen to them, but onely by 
fame. but thei retoiſed that thet might beholde him pꝛe⸗ 
ſentlie with their eies. Alexander receiued the with all 
gentleneſſe he coulde deuiſe,# willed them to accompa⸗ 


nie him, becauſe he woulde vſe them as guides in his 


iourneie. But when he lawe that the whole nũbꝛe came 
not. he ſent Epheſtion, a Perdicas with parte of his ar- 


meie befoze, to ſubdue ſuche as woulde not ſubmit the - 


ſelues,and willed them to goe foꝛwardes till thei came 
to the riuer of Indus, xe there to ** 
| | My . 
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hvitight tranſpoꝛt his armeie. And becaufe thei has fo 
palle many riuers, the boates were ſo deuiſed, that ther 


might be taken a ſounder to be caried in cartes, and af- 
terwardes 'toigned again together. He appointed Cra⸗ 


terus to folowe him with the Phalanx c he with ſuche I 


hozſemen and footemen that were light armed wente 
befoze,and being encountred in his wate,fought ; a ſmal 
battaill, and did dꝛiue his enemies into the nexte Citie. 
When Craterus was come to thintent he might ſtrike 


terrour emonges thole people that hadde not yet pꝛo⸗ 


ued the Macedones foꝛce commaunded that when thet 
wanne the Citie, thei ſhoulde kill bothe man, woman, 
and childe, &burne theſame to the harde gounde. But 
whiles he kidde about the walles, he was ſtriken with 
an arrowe. Hot withſtanding the citie — 
all put to the werde: the veryhouſes not — 
bictozious crueltie . After this he ſubdued an ob 
nacion and came to a citie called Myſa. It chaũced that 
whilesthet encamped in a woodde befoꝛe the citie there 
fella colde in the night, that moꝛe afflicted the Mace: 
dones. chen euer it had doen befoze any other place. 
Againſt the whiche thei pꝛepared the remedy that was 
next at hande and cut doune the woodde to make them 
great fires. The ſtame whereof caught the ſepulchzes 
belonging to the citie, whiche by reaſon thei were made 
of Cedꝛe, were ſone ſet on fire, and neuer lefte burning 
till thei were all conlumed. That fire made bothe ala- 
rum to the Citie, and to the Campe:foz thereby the Ci⸗ 
tizens iudged that their enemies would make ſome at⸗ 
fempt againſt them, and the Macedones perceiued by 
the barking of the dogges, and noiſe ol menne, that the 
Indians woulde ſalie out vpon them. Wherefoꝛe Aler⸗ 
ander — out ol his campe in oꝛdze of battail ſlewe 
Aa. ij. uche 
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ſuche ol them as attempted the fight. Thereupon thei 
within the citie became of diuerſe opmions, ſome were 
minded to elde, and other thought good to aduenture 
the erxtremitie. When Alexander vnderſtode of their di⸗ 
uiſion, he cauſed his menne to abſteine from ſlaughter, 
and onely to mainteine the ſiege. At length thei were lo 
werted with the diſcommodities o the warre that thei 

The mount yelded the ſelues. Thei affirmed their oziginall to come 
of Bacchus, who in deede builded their citie at the fote 

ok a mountaine called Meroe. The qualitie of whiche 
mountaine being repozted to Alexander by thmhabt- 
ters, he ſent victuales befoze;# paſſed thether with his 
whole armie, encamping vpon the toppe thereof. The 
mountaine grewe full of Uines and Jute, abounding 
with ſpꝛinges that flowed out in euery place. Theſame 
was alſoplentifull of many kindes of apples of moſte

| Aloe the ſelues garlandes and ran vp and doune after a dil- 

ſolute maner, all the holowes and valetes there about 

rebounding with the voice of ſo many thouſandes, cal 
ling vpon Bacchus, to whom that place was dedicate. 

Wyhiche licence et libertie begon of a fewe was ſpꝛeade 

ſo ſodeinlie thꝛough out the whole armie, that the ſoul⸗ 

diours ſcattred abzoade without ozdze.late here # there 
repoſing the ſelues vpon the graſſe and leaues that thei 
had gathered together, as it had been in a time of quiet 
and mo ſte aſſured peace. Whiche licenciouſneſle of the 
ſouldiers riſing by chaunce, Alexander We” 
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ſtand but ten dates together made feaſtes to Bacchus 
during which time he plentifullte banqueted his whole 
armeie. Who can therefoze deme but that greatneſſe of = . 
= and glozte.ts oftentimes a benefife rather of — i 
then of vertue: foz their enemies hadde no harte 9 : 2 be mot * 
to let vpon them, whiles thei were dzownedin this er⸗ — Jl 
ny we banketting, dzonken{hip, and dzovofenes, but 4... 
were as muche afrated of their dzonken noiſe,as it thei 
had harde their crie encountring with them in battail. 
VPhiche felicitie pꝛeſeruing them here, did afterwardes 
defende them after theſame maner in the middes of 
their enemies, retourning as it were in triumphe from 
che Oceane Sea, when thei were geuen all to feſting 
and to dꝛonkenelle When Alexander deſcended from 
the mountame, he went to a countrie called Dedala, „dau 
whiche thinhabiters fozſoke and fled fo the wooddes 
and the wilde mountaines, and therefoze he paſſed fro 
thens into Achadera, whiche he founde bothe burned 2cpaders- 
and abandoned like wiſe of thinhabiters, whereby of 
neceſſitie he was compelled to vle the warre after an 
other maner.Fo2 he diuided his armeie into diuerſe par 
tes and ſhewed his powꝛe in many places at ones. By 
whiche meanes he oppzelled the befoze thei coulde pꝛo⸗ 
nide, and ſubdued the to their vffer ruine. Ptolomeus 
toke moſte Cities, but Alexander wanne the greateſt 
and afterwardes toigned againe his armeie together, 
whiche he hadde thus diuided. That doen he went foz- 
wardes and paſſed a riuer called Coaſpe, where he left coatpe. 
Cenon to beſiege a riche citie called Bezira, and he him „, 
felfe went to Amazaga, where Aſſatanus being dead amazaga, 
hadde lefte the dominion both of the Countrie and the 
Citie to his mother Cleophes.

£ fozeſome thought that her beautie pꝛocured her moze

olicarpon was lent with a povoze vnto a Citie called 


ed. entountred with him, whereby he gotte the Citie into 
Hefe. his poſleſſion. There were many other Cities obſcure 
of fame, that came into Alexanders handes by thaban⸗ 

doning of thinhabiters, whiche aſſembled them ſelues 
togither in armeie & kept a rocke called Joznum, The 

Cherocke fame was that Hercules had beſieged theſame befoze 
20: un Fimetn baine, and by reaſon ot an earthquake enfozced 
1:5; to departe. When Alexander viewed this rocke,#lawe 

| You * le howe ſtepe it was and vapaſſable:, became voide of 
„ counſail till ſuche time as an olde man that knewe wel 
the place came to him with his two ſonnes, offring foꝛ 
à rewarde to guide his men awaie vp to the toppe. 
Alexander pꝛomiſed them.tut.ſcoze talentes, and kes 
ping one of his ſonnes as pledge, ſente him to perfoz- 
me that he hadde pꝛomiſed. Mulinus the Kinges De» 
cretarie was appointed with certaine ſouldiours light 
armed to folowe the guide, whole purpole was to de⸗ 
ceiue the Indians by fetching a compaſſe aboute the 
rocke. But theſame rocke was not, as the moze parte 
bee, whiche lipng aſlope hath waies vp vnto the toppe 
by degrees.

might make him hardie. At the firſt becauſe the hafardb 
was ſo manifeſt, the king was not determined to ad⸗ 
nentur his owne perſone. But when the trompet blewe 
to thaſſault, he was of ſuchea readie courage that he 
toulde not abſteine, but making a ſigne to his guarde $ 
thei choulde folo we him, was the firſt that ſet foote v- 
pon the rocke. Then there were fewe contented to tarie 


behinde, but many lefte their arraie where as thei ſtode 


in oꝛdꝛe of battail, and folowed the King. The chaunſe 
ot many was miſerable whom the running riuer lwa⸗ 
lowed in, when thei fell downe from the rocke. Whiche 
light was ſoꝛoweful to ſuche as were out of daunger, 
being admoniched by the peril of other, what thei ought 
to feare them ſelfes, hereupon their compaſſion being 
tourned into feare, lamented aſwell them ſelues, as 
thole whom ther ſawe die befoze their faces. At length 
thet went lo farre furth, that without the getting ol 
. the 


Charus and one Alerander to be their conducters, and cyacus » 
exho2ted Mexander that the remembzauce of his name dierander.

out their greate deſtruction. Foz their enemies row- 
led downe greate ſtones vpon theim, wherewith thei 
were eaſelie beaten downe, by reaſon the Rocke hadde 
Sue wy, ſo flippar and vnſtable ani ag.

. rug and Alexander, whiche were appoincted the lea» 
ding of the thirtie choſen rouldiours , hadde gotten to 
the toppe , aud beganne to fighte hande to hande. But 
there were ſo many Dartes caſte at theim from a · 
farre eee receued mo woundes,then theicoulde 
geue. Wherefoze Al ex bothe mindefull — 
me, and or his pꝛomiſe whiles he foughte moze e 

then warelie, was encloled aboute, and flaine. 
when Charus ſawe dead, he ranne vponhis enemies, 


vpon the bodie of his frende. The death ot theſetwoo 
fo hardie younge menne, and of the reſte, moued Alex ⸗ 
ander greatlie, vet perceiuing no remedie in the ma⸗ 
tier; cauſed the retreicte to bee ſouned. It was great⸗ 

lie fox their ſauegarde,thaf thei retired by lrtie and litie 
without apperaunce ot any feare. And the Indians 
contented to haue repulſed their enemies, purſued 
not after theim, Alexander — was determined 
to leaue of. his purpoſe, ſeing he ſawe no hope how to 
winne the rocke, vet he made a countenaũte ag though 
he mente to continue the liege ſtill. Foz bothe he cau⸗ 
ſed the wales to bee cloſed bp, and made an appꝛoche 
with towers of woodde., alwaies pu ting free menne 
in place of theim that were weried. When the Indians 


 nightes thei banquetted continuallie, and plaied vpon 
timbzelles:; 
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and vumindefull of all thinges, ſauing ot reuenge, ſine 
many with his pike and diuerſe;withhisſwozde. But 
being laied at by ſo man at ones , hefeld downe bend 


perceiued Alexanders obſtinacie, twoo dates and fwoo = 
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ſurlie to pꝛeuail. The third night the noiſe of their tim

' When Cenus had made an ende ol his tale, there riſſe a 
trie, and a lamentacion, which with confuſed voices es 
ery where called Alexander their king, their father, c 
their loꝛd. Then the other capiteines, (and ſpecially the 
elders, whiche by reaſon of their Age, had the moꝛe ho⸗ 
neſt excuſe and greater auctozitie) made the like requeſt 
So that the king was not hable to chaſtiſe them being 
in that obſtinacie, noꝛ mitigate theim being ſo moued 
- Therfoze vncerteine what to doe, he lept fromthe tud- 
gemẽt place, and commaunding his lodging to be chut 
in; admitted no man, but ſoche as were accuſtomed a- 
bout his perſon. Two dates he conlumed in his angre,}, 
and the third he came foozth emongſt his men, cauſing 
pit,aulfareg of ſquare ſtone there to be let vp, as a mo⸗ 
nument of his iourneie, and willed the trenches of his 
' campe to be made wider, and the places wher the ſoul- 
Diours late to bee enlarged greater then ſerued foz the 
bigneſle of their bodies, thinking by the foꝛme a ſhape T l 
of thinges thus encreaſed, to leaue a deceipttull Jagamn Fe 60. F. 
dze vnto his poſterttie. From thens he retourned again yt . 
the wate he had paſſed befoꝛe, and encamped vpo the 
riuer ot Aceſines . Cenus chaunted there to die, whole 
death the king lamented, but yet he laid, that foz ſo few 
dates he had made an ouerlong Oꝛation, as though be 
alone holde haue returned into atedõ. By that time 
che nauie of Shippes, whiche he had appoincted to be azennon. 
made, ſtode in redines a flote, and Memnõ in the meane 
ſeaſon bꝛought him oute of Thrace a ſupplie of. vt. M. 
hoꝛſemen, and belides from Harpalus. vii. M. fotemen 
with xrv. M. armours that were wꝛought with ſiluer 
and golde, whiche he diſtributed emongſt his men, and 
commaunded the olde to be 1 to — 
c. v. nto

vnto the Ocean Sea with. M. chippes. But befoꝛe his 
departure he reconciled: together by affinitie Pozug, 
and Taxiles, betwixte whom there was a newe dil⸗ 
co2de riſen vpon their olde hatredes. He hadde obteined 
ol theim great aide bothe in the making and kurniching 
of his nauie. During the time he was about that buſi- 
nes he builded there. ii. cities wherok he called thoneNi- 
cea, and the other Bucephalon, dedicating the latter by 
the name ok his hoꝛſe that was ded. Ne gaue oꝛdꝛe that 
his Elephantes, and carriage Gould paſſe by lande, and 
he ſailed doune the riuer, pꝛoceding euery daie about. xl 
kurlõges ſo that he might euer lande his power in ſoche 
places as he thought conuenient. At length he came in⸗ 
toa countrie whereas the Riuer ot Hidalpis and Aceſi⸗ 
Tye-Sobion®. njeg dos ioigne together and doe runne from thence into 
the boundes of a nacion called Sobions. Thei declared 
that their pꝛedetellours came of Hercules armie, whi⸗ 
che being lekt there ſicke did inhabite the countrie. Thet 
were clothed in beaſtes ſkinnes.,vſing clubbes foz their 
weapons, and though thei had lefte the cuſtomes of the 
Grekes pet ther appered many thinges emongtheim, 
that declared from whens thei wer deſcended. Here the 
king landed, and marched. CC. furlonges within the 
countrete, whiche he waſted, and toke thechiefeſt Citie 
in theſame, There were. xl. M.emenne that ſtoode in de⸗ 
fence againſt him vpon a riuers ſide, but he paſſed the 
water putting them to flight, and alter thei lledde info 
the Citie, he wanne it by fozce. The childzen were ſlain, 
and the reſte ſolde as flaues : He aſſaulted an other 
Citie where he was repulſed, with the greate foꝛte o 
the Dekendauntes, and loſte many of his menne. But 
when the Inhabitauntes ſawe that he continued ftill 
the ſiege, deſpairyng of their ſaulfe garde, thei lette =

| antheirhouſes.and burned chelelueg, their bolues, and 


their childzen.Whiche fire when thechacedons queched 
and thei kindled theſame againe, it ſemed a ſtraunge 
tontencione, the Citiz eins to deſtroie their owne citie, 


their enemtes labouring to ſaue it:the Warres lo con⸗ 
trariouſly chaunged the lawes wꝛought in man by na- 


ture. The Caſtle was ſaued wherein a guarriſon was 
left. Alexander went about this caſtle by water whiche 
was enuironned with thze of the greateſt Kiuers in all 
nde, Ganges except. Indus paſſing vpon the Nozthe 


J 
lde and a ceſines running into hidalpis vpon the ſouth 
Where theſe Nmers mette, the waues roſe like ſurges 


of the Sea, being full of mudde, and ooes, vohiche by 
the courſe of the Water dziuen vnto the ſides : foꝛ all 


at the riuers are bꝛoade pet the chanelles are but na⸗ 
dowe wherein the Shippes muſt paſſe. The waues did 


e ſo highe, and thicke ,bzeaking ſometime vpon the 
Puppes of the chippes, and ſometime vpon the ſides, 
that the ſhipmenne beganne to vale their Sailes . But 


thei were lo troubled thzough feare, and the violente 
ſwiftneſſe of the ſtreame, that thei could not oꝛdꝛe their 
tackling, ſo that twoo of their greateſt Shippes were 


dzouned within ſight. And the ſmaller veſſelles whiche 


were as vnable fo bee gouerned , were dztuen vpon the 


choze withoute anyharme . The Ning chaunced vpon 


[2 the place whereas the waues wenthigheſt, wherewith 


his ippe was ſo toſſed, and trauerſed, that thehealme 


tould not directe his courſe. Wherefoze the king doub- 
tyng of dꝛowning, pulled of his garment readie to caſte 


himſelf into the water, and his fredes did ſwimme nere 
khereabout readie to receiue him: It appearing to him 


doubtfull, whiche peril was greateſt, either to lwimme 
d fo continue ſtilie aboozde , But es

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liboured wonderfullie with their oares adding all the 


fozce that late in mas power to cut thꝛough the waueg 
by whole impoꝛtunate trauaile, the water ſemed to di⸗ 
uide a ſoond2ei,. and to geue place, ſo that at length thei 


haled out of the ſurges, and yeat not able to bzinge the 


chippe to the choꝛe dached vpon the next flat it appering 
that the chippes, and the ſtreame had fought a battaile 
togethers. Alexander hauing eſcaped this perille, ſet vp 
to euery riuer an aultare, whereupon he offred due ſa- 
trifice, and that dooen, paſt fozwarde thirtie kurlonges 

From thens he came into the tountreie ot the Du- 
d2ichans , and Mallians, whiche accuſtomed to bes at 
Warre emongeſt theimlolnes, then foꝛ their owne'De- 


fence,thet ioigned in locietie. Thetaſſembled in armes 


to the numbꝛe of. ix. M. footmen.x. M. hoꝛlſemen and. ix 
C. armed wagons, whereof when the Matedones were 
aduertiſed, whiche beleued that thei had paſſed all pes 
rilles ſeing a freche warre ariſe, with a ewe flercotige 


tion, were amaſed with a ſodeine keare, and begann a. 
eve $9utinous Jaine with ſedicious woozdes to tepzoue their Bing 


— 


Thei alleged that he woulde — haue compe ed 
them to paſſe the Riuer of Ganges, foz to make warte 
vpon thoſe nations liyng — 1 en 
terpꝛiſe though it were lefte, thei hadde not foꝛ all that 
ended the warre neuer the moꝛe but rather made an ex⸗ 
chaungeofa newe labour, being putte fooꝛth emongſt 


thele wilde nationes, to make the Ocean Sea open to 


him with their bloudde, and to be dꝛawen beyonde the 
Sunne, and Sterres. Thei were compelled (thei 
fated) fo vilite tholeplaces, whiche Nature coueted to 
temoue from mannes knowelege . Thei grudged 
that to their nevve Armoure, there were newe enemies 
raiſed bp, whom tf thei chouide vanquiche, and putte to 


flight 
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light, thei coulde not ſee what beneteirte

xecelue thereby, but onely darkeneſſe and oblcuritie of 
he Aire, whiche al waies couered the deepe Sea, re⸗ | 
pleniſhed with multitudeof monſters, wallowing in Walo v. x 
thoſe immouable waters, where as nature decaying; 


che kauled of her fozce. The king litle mouedinhisawne 


reſpecte, mas greatlie troubled with thoſe paſſians of 
his ſpuldiours . Wherefozehe aſſembled theim altoge / den 
101 t declaring ol how feble afozce thoſe narions were, perſwaded 
whom theifeared ſo muche, whiche only remained, and ours. 
were impediment vnto theim ( hauing paſſed ouer ſo 
many countries) to attaine bothe to the fulle of their 
fxauaill, and to the ende of the woꝛlde. He ſhewed how 

t in relpecte of their fozmer feare, he hadde lefte his 


0 ouer Ganges, with the conqueſt of the naci- 
on 


is inhabiting beyonde thelame, and hadde directed 
hig iourneie this waie, where as their gloꝛie choulde 
bee as great, and their perill muche leſſe, and wherem 
hadde not farre to trauaill, ſeing the Ocean was 


in maner within lighte, the Aire whereof he felte blo⸗ 


wing in his face. He required theim therefoze that thei 
woulde not enuie the glozte that he ſoughte, by paſſing 
the boundes ol Hercules, and Bacchus, ſeing that 
with ſo litle paine thei might geue vnto their king per⸗ 
petuall fame and immoꝛtalitie. In doing whereof thet 
Houlde.departe out of India as victoꝛous, where as 
cher wiſe thei choulde ſeeme to flie awatie from thens. 
It is the pꝛopertie of euery multitude, and ſpeciallie 
of menne of warre, to bee dꝛawen with euery litle mo⸗ 
tion, emonges whom as ſedicion dothe lone rile, ſo it 
is ſone pacified . There was neuer a moꝛe cheretull 


rie made of any armeie befoze, then the Souldiours 


ſhen made vnto Alexander, whiche willed hun to ons 
em 


" eheim whether ſoeuer he woulde, and make hiinfelte 


equallin glozte fo theim, whole actes he didcounter- 
keite. Ylexandex reioiſtng in the willingneſſe that ape 
peared. in theim, remoued ſtreightwaies fowardeg 

is enemieg that were the ſtowteſt-people of all the 
Indians. Thei pꝛepared theim ſelues ſtowtlie foꝛ the 
waxres, and choſe foz their Capitaine one ot the Oxi⸗ 
dzatans that was of an appꝛoued manhode: Who en- 
camping: af the foote of a mountaine, made fiers all 
abꝛoade, to cauſe his numbze appeare the greater, and 
wente aboute in vaine to feare the Matedones, when 
tgei were in reſte, by making ol Alarmes, with their 

tries and maner ot howling. When the daie appea⸗ 
red, Alexander hauing an aſſured truſte to winne the 
victoꝛie, commaunded the Souldiours to put on their 
armoure, and cherefullie to fall in ozdze of baffaill, | 

But the Indians. whether it were foz feare, oꝛ by reas 
ton ot lome ſedicion riſen emonges theim, ſodatnelie 
fledde into the deſerte mountames, whom Alexander 
kolowed in vaine, and not able to ouertake theim, toke 
their cariage. After this he came vnto a Citie of the 
Dridzacans wherunto great numbꝛe were fled.aſwel 
in truſte of the ſtrengthe ol the place, as of their owne 
power. As Alexãder was about to make the appzoche, 
Demephon his diuiner admoniched him that he chould 
either deferre the matier, oꝛ els not medle with it at 
all , foz that there appeared ſignes that his life choulde 
be in perill. When Alexander had hearde his wozdes,he 
behelde him, and ſaied: It any mã ſchould interrupt the, 
when thou art buſie aboute thy ſcience, oz conſidering, 
of the intrailes, chould not he ſeme vnto the troublous, 
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and his comming bee vngratefull ves fruely c quod, 
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Ft im receiving the ; frendes crit 
Ji that he choulde leape downe vnto theim, who ſtode
